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Holocaust 
document 
is planned 


Church to consult 


_Jewish experts

VATICAN CITY — The Vatican will 
consult Jewish experts in preparing a new 
church document on the Holocaust and 
anti-Semitism, Catholic and Jewish leaders 
said in a joint statement at the end of a 
65-minute meeting with Pope John Paul II 
Sept. 1. 

They also plan to develop a ‘‘special 
mechanism’’ for closer Catholic-Jewish 
contacts, involving the powerful Vatican 
Secretariat of State, which formulates the 
church’s policies on diplomatic and inter- 
national issues. 

The papal meeting was part of a two-day 
series of contacts organized to smooth over 
Catholic-Jewish tensions after the pope met 
in June with Austrian President Kurt 
Waldheim, accused by Jewish groups of 
participating in war crimes as a World War 
Iofficerinthe Germanarmy. 

Waldheim has denied the accusations. 

At the end of the meetings, Jewish 
leaders said they still disagreed: with the 
papal decision to meet Waldheim, but that 
the contacts with Vatican officials had 
improved relations and set the stage for 
important future dialogue on the meaning 
of the Holocaust and on Vatican diplomatic 
recognition of Israel. 


Regarding Waldheim, we decided ‘‘to 
disagree, agreeably,’’ said Rabbi Gilbert 
Klaperman, president of the Synogogue 
Councilof America. 

“Like all historical events, they pass in 
time and we look forward to happy, 
meaningful discussions with the Catholic 
Church,’’ headded. 


After the Waldheim meeting several 
Jewish groups threatened to withdraw from 
the pope’s Sept. 11 meeting with Jewish 
leaders in Miami unless they had asubstan- 
tive meeting with the pope and Vatican 
officials to discuss the Waldheim contro- 
versy. 

After the Sept. 1 meeting, none of the 
Jewish leaders said his group planned to 
boycott the Miamievent. 


Catholic and Jewish leaders spoke at a 
press conference in the Vatican after their 
session with Pope John Paul at the papal 
summer villa in Castel Gandolfo, Italy, 15 
miles southof Rome. 

In their statement, they said the planned 
Vatican document would help combat 
attempts to “‘trivialize’’ the religious signi- 
ficance of the Holocaust, the murder of 
several million Jews by the Nazis during 
World War II. The pope ‘‘affirmed the 
importance of the proposed document”’ 
during that day’s meeting, the statement 
said.

story has a 
happy ending

HILLCREST — Three-year-old Andy Blackwood 
has had a record-breaking number of mothers — seven 
during the first two years of his life. 

“‘T’m his eighth mother,’’ said Katie Blackwood, who 
is in the process of adopting the child. 


She met him two years ago in the home of a friend, 
Andy’s previous foster parent, who was also raising two 
of her own children and six other foster children, said 
Blackwood, a registered nurse at Mercy Hospital. 


“TI fell in love with Andy. He bonded with my - 


husband, Brian, right away,’’ she said. 

Despite the child’s sleep disorders and temper 
tantrums, the childless couple applied to adopt him 
through San Diego County’s Fost-adopt program. They 
could not request a particular child, but specified the 
sex, age and certain qualities that Andy possessed. ‘‘The 
social workers did the rest,’’ Katie said. 

In July 1986 they brought Andy into their Escondido 
home. 

He brought chaos into their family life. He kicked, 
slapped and bit people and objects. He threw his*food 
around, frequently banged his head and could often 
sleep only 10 minutes at a time. As a result, his new 
foster parents endured many sleepless nights, which 
taxed their patience. 

Katie’s explanation? “‘I think he was afraid to love, 
fearing he would be put into-another home.”’ 

In desperation, she took him to several agencies, only 
to be told he could not be helped because of his young 
age and inadequate communication skills. 

““We were very discouraged. My husband was so 
frustrated, he didn’t think he could take it any longer,”’ 
Katie said. 

Today Andy is an adjusted, affectionate child, who 
sleeps normally. So do his foster parents. The nurse 
credits the change to Mercy Hospital’s Sleep Disorders 
Program. 


A physical examination ruled out medical problems as . 


the cause of Andy’s sleeplessness, explained Dr. David 
Keenan, a psychologist at the hospital. 

Two intake sessions with Katie enabled him to 
evaluate the child’s problems and their causes. 

Blackwood assisted by keeping a log of Andy’s 
sleéping patterns. ‘‘I trained myself to wake up every 
time he did. This lasted six months, but it seemed like an 
eternity,’’ she said, adding that this routine necessitated 
a leave of absence from her job. 

“Andy didn’t have the skills to put himself back to 
sleep,’’ Keenan said. Changing homes. so frequently 
prevented consistent patterns of being put to bed. 

He manifested ‘‘separation anxiety’’ in refusing to go 
to bed. Head-banging and temper tantrums could have 
been coping mechanisms used when he was not picked 
up, he continued.

Consistency was the key to the intervention program 
Keenan prescribed. He advised that Andy get up, take 
naps and be put to bed at the same time every day. 


He advocated a structured nightly ‘‘bedtime ritual,’’ 
such as a bath, story, bottle feeding and being put to 
bed. 


The psychologist also advised Katie to ‘‘fade out her 
attention’? when: Andy awakened. This meant 
reassuring him verbally, at less frequent intervals of 
time, without holding the child. 

‘Between 10 and 15 percent of all children have 
sleep-related difficulties,’’ Keenan said, adding that 
many such disorders are caused by emotional problems.

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Serra the Father of California 


The souvenir booklet commemorating the papal visit, 
The Holy Father in California’s Southland, is a gem in its 
class. It should be treasured by many Catholics for years 
to come. 

It would be easy to praise the booklet for its lavish use 
of color photographs, its unusual pictures of the pope and 
the countryside, or its inexpensive price of $5. The best 
thing about it, however, is its attention to historical detail. 
The writer, Father Francis S. Weber, deserves great 
praise. 

Particularly pleasing is the attention paid to Father 
Junipero Serra. He was a remarkable man in his time, 
and his reputation continues to grow. In a recent 
newspaper poll of 300 people in California, 64 percent 
named Father Serra as the most- important man in 
California history. 

The facts of his life are stated succinctly in The Catholic 
Almanac 1987. “Spanish Franciscan, born in Majorca in 
1713. Arrived in\Mexico, 1749, where he did miseonety 
work for 20 years. 


‘*He began his work in 1769 in upper California, where 
he established the first nine of 21 missions, starting in San 


Diego, Calif. He baptized over 6,000 Indians and 


confirmed over 5,000. He was a cultural pioneer as well 
as a religious one. He represents California in Statuary 
Hall in the nation’s capital and has been pictured on 
postage stamps of both the United States and Spain. He 
was declared Venerable by Pope John Paul II on May 9, 
19837 


Serra did not lack opponents in his own time and some 
still carp at him. Charges that he enslaved the Indians are 
without historical justification. Once they joined an 
Indian mission, they were not allowed to revert to their 
previous ways. This meant staying at the mission to be 
educated and to learn the work ethic, for their own 
betterment. 


The mission compounds were considered the Indians’, 
with administration in the hands of the friars. Padre Serra 
and his fellow Franciscans lived a life of personal poverty 
that would have been approved by their founder, St. 
Francis of Assisi. You can still see their humble cells in the 
missions. 


Serra and his followers considered the Indians as 
‘‘children.of the human race’’ who needed to be civilized. 


If this required discipline, then it was administered as any 
father of a large family would do in the 18th century. In 
fact, by their standards, he was quite liberal! 

It is hardly fair to judge Serra by 20th-century 
standards, when he felt firmly justified in his protective, 
even patriarchal stance toward his charges. In this 20th 
century, our relations with the various Indian nations are 
anything but enlightened or liberal. They are among the 
poorest of the poor, under the protection of the U.S. 
government. 

The saying, ‘‘The only good Indian is a dead Indian’’ 
was totally foreign to the Catholic colonists and 
missionaries from Spain and France. That was a WASP 
statement, quite widely believed on the American 
frontier. 

When an attempt was made to enslave the Indians, the 
first Hispanic Catholic bishops were direct and outspoken 
champions of liberty of the Indians. Bishop Bartholomew 
de las Casas was most prominent among them. 

It is no surprise that the Holy Father will not beatify 
Serra during this visit. It would have been a surprise if he 
did, since this has not been his practice or style on any of 
his pilgrimages. Naming Serra a saint will not mean that 
he was perfect. It will mean that he was a man of heroic 
faith, hope and charity, with all his faults. 

Anyone who sincerely seeks to understand Serra’s 
approach to missiology should read Father Francis 
Guest’s scholarly, 38-page article in the journal of the 
Historical Society of Southern California. It was in the 
Fall 1985 issue of the Southern California Quarterly, 
titled, “Junipero Serra and His Approach to the 
Indians.’ 

Msgr. Francis Weber has also collected several volumes 
of work on Serra and the California Missions. Historians 
and scholarly historical library collections will have these 
available. The Daughters of St. Paul will soon publish my 
children’s story of Serra.

An appeal to all God’s people 


Every two years, the Bishops’ Committee for 
Ecumenical and Interreligous Affairs of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops sponsors an Institute for 
Ecumenical Leadership at St. John’s University in 
Collegeville, Minn. 

This past July, I joined 19 other men and women from 
various dioceses in the United States to learn more about 
the state of ecumenism in the church. 

As we assembled for the introductory remarks, I was 
gratified to see the diversity of individuals who are 
actively involved in this essential mission of the church. 
Priests, nuns, brothers and lay men and women had come 
together in the cause of Christian unity. 

As we began to delve into the various aspects of 
ecumenical and interreligious work, it became 
increasingly clear that all of us faced Cacia concerns in 
our work, not-the least of which was a_ perceived 
‘‘cooling’’ in attitude towards ecumenical action and 
dialogue. 

During the course of the Institute, however, we were 
happy to discover that our concerns, though valid, were 
not as critical as we first thought. ~ 

True, the initial zeal of ecumenical enthusiasm of 25 
years ago has toned down a bit, but the more important 
theological dialogue and social action on all levels — 
international, national and local — have assumed a 
deeper and more significant level of awareness. 

The result of this has been a more committed emphasis 
to the cause of the unity of Christ’s church on the part of 


those Christians who recognize the sinfulness of a divided 
Christianity. 

Sadly, though, there are still a great many Christians 
who fail to recognize how important ecumenism is for the 
life of the church. Whether one is the pastor of a large, 


well-to-do parish, or a lay member of a small, newly 
formed congregation, we are all called to establish an 
atmosphere of openness and good will where the gospel of 
Jesus Christ can be proclaimed. 

This gospel’ cannot be effectively proclaimed where 
congregationalism, isolation or personal opinions are 


‘preached at the expense of the teachings of the church, 


and the second Vatican Council has firmly rooted the 
Ecumenical Movement in the life of our Catholic church. 
An ecumenical attitude is something each one of us is 
obliged to have if we are to be faithful to our Catholic 


faith. 
‘he unity of Christ’s Church is not an impossible 


dream; it is an achievable reality. In order to reach this 
reality we all have to be willing to die to some of our long 
held but non-essential practices and, like Jesus, pray to 
our Father and say; ‘‘... not my will, but thine be done.”’

For nearly 50 years, Mrs. Murphy 
had made daily trips to Tijuana, taking 
food, medicine and other necessities to 
the poor people living in the hills. 

St. Rose of Lima parishioners met last 
week to make arrangements to continue 
her work, said Sister Dolores Molina, 
SHF, parish pastoral associate. 

For the last three months, Mrs. 
Murphy’s illness had prevented her 
from making the daily treks to Tijuana, 
Sister Molina said. 

The task was taken up by Dolores and 
Richard Ennis, and Larry and Lois 
Bressler. The Ennises collected 
donations from throughout San. Diego 
County, as Mrs. Murphy had done, and 
the Bresslers transported the items to 
Tijuana three times a week. ‘‘Jenny was 
so pleased that people continued with 
the work,’’ Dolores Ennis said. 

The couples hope to recruit other 
volunteers to assist with the project, she 
added. 

‘Jenny was a big inspiration in our 
lives,’? she said, adding that Mrs. 
Murphy stood as her baptismal 
godmother last December. ‘‘She turned 
me to God. Things I didn’t understand 
are clearer to me now.”’ 

Sister Molina noted that the people of 
Tijuana called Mrs. Murphy abduelita 
(little grandmother). People would come 
from miles around the Colonia Petragal 
area to receive the supplies Mrs. 
Murphy delivered. 

During the course of her work, Mrs. 
Murphy went through about 10 
vehicles, Sister Molina said. In 
December of 1985, St. Rose of Lima 
parishioners raised funds to buy her a 
new van. 

Even after becoming ill, Mrs. 
Murphy insisted much work needed to

making plans to see the pontiff. Raul Feliciano, director 
of Detroit’s Office for Hispanic Ministry, anticipates 
almost all of the estimated 115,000 Hispanics in the 
archdiocese will turn out to see the pope. 

While Hispanic Catholics are not among the official 

themes the pope will address during the 10-day visit, the 
pontiff will speak in Spanish on the topic of parish 
ministry at the largely Hispanic Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church in San Antonio. In a number of cities, Spanish 
and the contributions of Hispanics to the U.S. church will 
be incorporated into Masses celebrated by the pope. 
In downtown Los Angeles, the pope is scheduled to 
address schoolchildren at Immaculate Conception 
Elementary School, where the majority of students is 
Hispanic and most instruction is given in Spanish. 

Hispanics already are ‘‘a major theme in the American 
church ... when one-half the Catholics in Yakima, Wash., 
are Hispanic, and 500,000 Catholics in Chicago are 
Hispanic, and half of the Archdiocese of Oklahoma City 
is Hispanic,’’ Father Steubben said. 
| In Texas, three out of four people are Catholic, and of 
the 4 million Catholics, 3 million are Hispanic. 

Father Steubben said he looks on the trip as “‘an 
opportunity for a part of the country that doesn’t get a lot 
of national coverage, that world leaders don’t often visit.’’ 

With hundreds of reporters assigned to cover the pope’s 
every move, U.S. Hispanics may get more media 
| coverage than ever before, he said. 


In the Diocese of Monterey, where some towns are 
50-75 percent Hispanic, the people consider it a privilege 
the pope is coming to see them, said Sister Patricia 
Murtagh, a Sister of Charity of the Infant Mary who is 
director of the Hispanic ministry office. 

The pope will speak on the theme of agriculture in 
Monterey. ‘‘He cannot help but touch on Hispanic Kfe. 
It’s the Hispanics who are working in the fields,’’ said 
Sister Murtagh.

She said there are about 121 migrant camps in the 
Diocese of Monterey where migrants work in the fields 
cutting, thinning and watering artichokes, carrots and 
broccoli. Other migrants work in packing companies. 

‘“A lot of these people have been working here for 
many years, giving a lot to this country. Many have not 


been paid as well as they should have been. A lot of them 
don’t qualify for legalization,’’ Sister Murtagh said. 

The 1986 immigration reform law permits some illegal 
aliens to apply for legalization. 

She said the farmworkers want to tell the pope ‘‘they 
know hard times. They’re trying to do the best for their 
families, and to stay with the church.”’ 

During the papal Mass celebrated at Laguna Seca 
Raceway in the Diocese of Monterey, she said, three 
farmworkers will carry baskets of fruits and vegetables to 
the altar during the Offertory procession. 

U.S. Hispanics are moved that “‘the pope is coming to 
their homes in Los Angeles, Phoenix, Miami and San 
Antonio,”’ said Primitivo Romero, director of the Office 
for Hispanic Affairs of the Diocese of Phoenix. 

“‘Hispanics around the country are praying and saying 
rosaries so that he will have a safe ‘caminata’ (journey) 
through the United States,”’ he said. 

He said he sensed many Hispanics in the Phoenix 
Diocese have ‘‘come back to the church’’ out of 
anticipation for Pope John Paul II’s visit. 5: 

‘*They say: ‘All I want to do is see him, be close to 
him,’’ Romero said, adding Hispanics have a deep-felt 
love for the pontiff. 

He is seen, said Romero, as a leader who remains 
strong and speaks with candor despite the turmoil in 
today’s world. 

He said a choir will sing in Spanish at the papal Mass 
celebrated at Arizona State University near Phoenix. 

_In Detroit, too, increased Mass attendance by 
Hispanics is attributed to the upcoming papal visit. 

“Tt may be that people are going to church because 
they think they might get tickets to the papal Mass, but I 
prefer to think the papal visit has revived their faith in the 
church,’’ Feliciano said. 

He said tickets for the papal Mass at Detroit’s 
Silverdome are being distributed to parishes according to 
the numbers of registered families at. each parish. 
Hispanics traditionally do not register in parishes, he 
said, so heavily Hispanic parishes are receiving few tickets 
— a fact which has dismayed parishioners.

He called the center a ‘‘blueprint of social action _ 
dedicated to serving the poor and vulnerable. We _ 
cannot permit their needs to wait until other more 


organized and powerful interests have been 
satisfied,’’ he said. 

Bishop Maher said that working with other 
churches is necessary in addressing the needs of 
poor people. ‘*Besides giving hope to the homeless, 
we give great meaning to our lives. Life is never 
boring when we freely serve the poor,’ he said. 

Joan Kroc, who contributed $3 million to the new 
shelter, said: ‘‘We will get involved and back up our 
dreams with deeds and give a boost, not a handout, 
to help those in need. Isn’t it thrilling to see what 
God, Father Joe and you have done to make this a 
reality?”’ 

Father Carroll called the ceremonies a 
community event that overshadowed the differences 
in beliefs among those present. He said that 
contributors leave a legacy to the next generation, 
who will look at ‘‘this building, amazed at what you 
were able to help us do.’ 

Father Carroll announced a one-week delay in 
opening the shelter to residents. They will be 
admitted Sept. 8, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m, 

The San Diego Catholic Worker will begin 
serving lunch to street people at the center Sept. 12, 
from 11:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. This service will be 
continued Mondays through Saturdays. 

Members of Temple Beth Israel will serve brunch 
every Sunday from 9:30-11 a.m.

USD awaits more students

ALCALA PARK — With fall classes set to resume 
Sept. 8, the University of San Diego undergraduate 
admissions office reports dramatic increases in the 
number of people applying to and inquiring about the 
private independent university. 

Undergraduate inquiries for the fall semester reached 
some 32,350, records show. USD has an estimated 
controlled graduate and undergraduate enrollment of 
5,500. 

“Five or six years ago we had only about 8,000 
inquiries,’’ said Warren Muller, director of admissions. 
This year’s inquiries represent an increase of some 7,000 
from 1986, he added. 

Substantially more inquiries and more applications are 
coming from students outside California, Muller noted. 
“‘We are gaining more of a national reputation.”’ 

Enrollment of California residents at USD was down 
slightly last year, while out-of-state enrollment continued 
to climb, Muller said. He expects the trend to continue. 

Muller attributes this trend to USD’s ‘‘increasing 
strength in quality academic programs and because more 
people are hearing about us through word-of-mouth ... 
hearing about what we have to offer and seeing what’s 
here.”’ 

“‘And I wouldn’t ignore the success of the basketball 
team,’’ he added. 

Last year, the USD basketball team made it to the 
NCAA national championship tournament, the arena 
time in the past four years. 

As of Aug. 21, freshmen applications for the fall 1987 
semester totaled nearly 3,000. 

Last fall, about 2,600 freshmen applied to USD. 
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Undergraduate applications for this fall came to about 
3,800, an increase of some 400 over 1986. 

Total graduate applications — for the nursing, business 
and education schools — was estimated at 970, an 
increase of about 175 from last fall. 

At the School of Law, where fall semester classes began: 
on Aug. 24, total enrollment is-around 1,100, the same as 
last year. 

However, the number of first-year daytime law 
students increased from 256 last fall to 318 this fall. Night 
students are expected to be up only slightly from the 82 
first-year students enrolled last fall. 

A number of new academic programs will begin at 
USD this fall. 

The College of Arts and Sciences has added a Master of 
Fine Arts in Dramatic Arts. The program, equivalent to a 
doctoral degree, is a joint effort of the Old Globe Theatre 
whereby a small select group of students will take courses 
at USD and perform at the Old Globe. 

The School of Business will offer two new graduate 
programs this fall. They are: 

e A Master of Science in Taxation. A degree program 
designed to meet the demand for accountants with legal 
expertise. About one-third of the courses will be taken in 
the School of Law. Students will concentrate on tax law, 
research and theory, and civil tax procedures. 

e Venture Management. This is actually a new 
elective emphasis within the Master of Business 
Administration. It is being offered in response to the 
demands of the rapid local growth of high tech and 
venture capital industries. The curriculum is designed to 
prepare students to manage organizations going through 
turbulent times, such as those with high-risk opportunities 
and companies with major shifts in production mix.

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Youth leaders emerge 
from diocesan institute

ALCALA PARK The year’s 
Christian Leadership Institute (CLI) for 
youth was a second and a first. 

It was the second annual CLI, but it 
was the first time the program was staffed 
totally by diocesan youth office personnel 
and parish youth ministers, said Ken 
Stonecipher, associate director of the 
diocesan office of young adult ministry. 

Held Aug. 16-21 at the Pathfinder 
Ranch in Idyllwild, the institute drew 110 
youth — ages 15 to 17 from 
throughout the Diocese of San Diego, 
Stonecipher said. 

The institute’s goal is ‘‘to foster the 
leadership potential of young people and’ 
to heighten their awareness of the 
responsibilities of leadership in high 
school or parish community,’ according 
to a CLI brochure. 

Father Edward Kaicher, director of the 
Office of Youth and Young Adult 
Ministry (OYYAM), and Father Barry 
Vinyard, pastor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe parish in Calexico, co- 
directed the institute, Stonecipher said. 

He noted that CLI offers ‘‘hands-on 
experience.’’ Participants are taught a 
skill and have the’ opportunity to use it 
during the week. 

Statistics compiled by OYYAM show 
the program’s high success rate, 
Stonecipher said. Some 60 percent of 
participants have later become involved 
in leadership roles in their parish or high 
school.

Flores cited as useful workshops in how 
to get everyone involved in group 
conversation and keep it going, and how 
to reach consensus rather than ‘‘majority 
rules’’ on an issue. 

The 17-year-old Flores hopes to use the 
skills she learned to plan fund-raisers for 
her youth group. 

Holly Leonard, of St. Luke parish in El 
Cajon, hopes to use her CLI training to 
help ‘‘lay the foundation’’ for the youth 
group at her two-year-old parish. 

‘Tt gave me the skills and _ the 
confidence I lacked. I think it will help me 
work to re-establish the youth group in 
my parish,’’ Leonard said. “‘I want to to 
energize and pump-up the youth ... help 
them to be a part of the community.”’ 

“T feel affirmed,’’ the 16-year-old 
Leonard said. The institute showed her 
that youth are important. ‘‘We can do it. 
We can be the church, too.”’ 

Participating in CLI “‘is a great way to 
learn about yourself, as a person and a 
leader,’’ said Karen Teeter, a parishioner 
at Good Shepherd parish in Mira Mesa.

Cardinal, mayor plan 
to coauthor new book 


NEW YORK — New York’s foremost 
debaters, Cardinal John J. O’Connor 
and Mayor Edward I. Koch, are planning 
to author a book titled, ‘‘His Eminence 
and Hizzoner.”’ 

The book is designed to give each 
man’s views on various public policy 
issues, including topics over which the 
two have clashed and even taken to court. 
Proposed topics include abortion, 
homosexual rights and child care. 
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Not to impinge on news from the real 
world, but in the movie industry it has 
been a big season for spies. 


First, though this time not foremost, is 
the return of the ultimate spy, James 
Bond — the dashing 007 — as that 
remarkable series of movies celebrates its 
silver anniversary by introducing yet 
another actor in the coveted role. 


The new movie is The Living 
Daylights and the new James Bond is 
Timothy Dalton, who has the lean, sexily 
dangerous look his predecessors sported 
some years ago. Dalton is a splendid 
choice, and his debut a dandy, a 
substantial story based on a short story by 
the late Ian Fleming, literary father of the 
renowned superspy. 


Almost as important, the sophisticated 
gadgetry, vital to the fun and excitement 
in Bond movies, is better than it has been 
for a while. And there is, of course, the 
routinely magnificent stunt work, 
glorious photography and lush location. 

This time Bond helps an important 
Soviet official defect to the West and 
quickly discovers that things are 
considerably more complex than they 
appeared to be. 

With plenty of action and thrills, and 
less heavy-breathing romance, the new 
Bond is practically monogamous, at least 
for this episode. 

“The Living Daylights’? (PG, A-2) 
tastes different than its predecessors, but 
is a tasty treat nonetheless. 


No Way Out (R, A-3) is the flip side of 
the Bond fantasy — a gritty, gripping 
political thriller Alfred Hitchock would 
undoubtedly admire. 

It’s one of the better movies of the year, 
taut, tense, suspenseful, surprising and 
blessed with a truly startling ending. 

Kevin Costner plays a dashing 
American navy officer assigned to the 
office of the secretary of defense (Gene 
Hackman) as a liaison with the 
intelligence community. An interesting 
job, made more so by the fact ‘that 
Costner and Hackman, apparently 
unknown to each other, are sharing the

favors of the same woman (Sean Young.) 

When the woman dies, Costner is put 
in charge of a covert investigation that 
inexorably leads to himself as the prime 
‘suspect. There is, of course, the 
mandatory cover-up to keep Hackman 
uninvolved. The plan is to incriminate a 
mysterious figure called Yuri, the name 
given a Soviet mole long suspected of 
having infiltrated the Department of 
Defense. Uncovering Yuri is another 
matter entirely. 

The movie crackles with excitement. 
The acting and Roger Donaldson’s 
directing are first-rate, and the ending is 
magnificent. Movies of this kind don’t get 
much better. Movies of any kind don’t 
get much better. 

Parents, though, should be advised that 
‘“No Way Out’’ contains profanity, 
violence and enough sexual content that it 
has been rated ‘‘R.”’ 


The quality slips some with Stakeout 
(R, N.R.), a light-hearted cops-and- 
robbers yarn in which a couple of Seattle 
detectives (Richard Dreyfuss, Emilio 
Estevez) are assigned the onerous chore of 
surreptitiously watching a possible link to 


_ a vicious escaped convict. 
The job is brightened by the fact that 


the link is a fetching young woman with 
whom Dreyfuss is instantly taken, which 
leads inevitably to all kinds of 
complications and danger. 

Dreyfuss is the best part of the movie: 
very convincing as a detective a little 
down on his luck. A lot down on his luck, 
actually, because the story is just a mite 
flimsy. 

Again, ‘‘Stakeout’’ contains profanity, 
violence, and sexual content. 


Even lighter-hearted, practically 
ethereal, is Can’t Buy Me Love (R, 
A-3), a cotton-candy movie for the young 
set. 

The hero is an intelligent, witty and

James Bond series is now 25 years old. 


very decent high school senior-to-be 
(Patrick Dempsey) who, just once before 
he graduates, would like to be popular. 

Using money he has earned from 
mowing lawns over the summer, he rents 
the most popular girl in school (Amanda 
Peterson), who is in desperate need of 
financing to replace an expensive suede 
outfit she borrowed from her mother, 
without permission, and ruined. 

In this reverse Pygmalion story, the girl 
immediately makes over the boy, and 
does, indeed, introduce him to her social 
whirl, and he does become popular. He 
also becomes totally different, shunning 
old friends, alienating his family, 
neglecting studies. The moralizing is 
heaped on with a trowel, which is a 
guaranteed way to kill comedy, and that’s 
what happens. 


Also aimed at the bubblegum set is a 
movie titled Dirty Dancing (PG-13, 
A-3). It’s better than its title — what 
wouldn’t be? — but it’s also much less 
than it might have been. 

The time is summer 1963, before the 
assassination of John F. Kennedy, before 
the arrival of the Beatles, an infallible 
indication that the story to follow will deal 
with loss of innocence. 

The setting is a mountain resort in 
upstate New York. The key figures are 
Baby Houseman (Jennifer Grey), 17, a 
flaming idealist, the younger, plainer 


‘daughter of a prosperous family; and, 


Johnny Castle (Patrick Swayze), dance 
instructor and performer at the resort. He 
is tough, a survivor from a world totally 
unknown to Baby. | 

Well, as contrived scripts would have 
it, Johnny’s dance partner is unavailable 
for an important engagement — 'she had 
an abortion, for which Johnny nobly 
takes the blame, although he is innocent, 
at least in this case — and Baby is tapped 
to be his new partner. Who knows why. 

Anyhow, they practice together — very 
hard work and some of the best scenes in 
the movie — and you guessed it, they 
eventually sleep together. It’s a trite 
story, filled with cliches, salvaged only by 
the impressive work of Grey and Swayze.

ESCONDIDO When Father 
Louis Fischer arrived at St. Timothy 
Church last month, he brought with him 
many memories of his service to the Salt 
Lake City suburb of Kearns, Utah. 

His work there was always a challenge 
because Catholicism is definitely a 
minority religion in an area heavily 
populated by Mormons, members of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

He can recall many interesting 
experiences during his seven years at the 
St. Francis Xavier Church but, without 
a doubt, the event he will remember 
most was the collision of two planes over 


year. 

The St. Francis Xavier pastor became 
widely recognized in the Salt Lake 
Valley for his compassionate service 
after the tragedy and was commended 
by the County Sheriff Pete Hayward for 
his assistance. 

Father Fischer recalls the accident as 
being ‘‘very traumatic.’’ He says, 
‘‘When I first surmised what the 
situation was, | got oil and was going to 
anoint the bodies. But when I saw that 
the bodies were so disintegrated, I just 
blessed them and prayed over them the 
best I could.”’ 

The church garage was used as a 
morgue and the church itself became a 
refuge for the bewildered and _ the 
bereaved. It was a hub for investigators 
and the news media. 

“‘One of our principal concerns was 
for the children in the school,’’ he said. 
“We wanted to get them aboard a 
school bus and away from there without 
them being too alarmed. The Sisters just 
kept them singing and we got them out 
of there somehow.”’ 

Father Fischer found that ‘‘one of my 
principal roles was to be available to 
those who needed me. I tried to comfort 
the people who had witnessed the 
accident and to console the grieving. I 
tried to keep myself in some kind of

spirit of prayer. But I felt helpless.”’ 

He explained that ‘‘in my: service in 
the priesthood, I have been called to 
emergency rooms and have seen a lot of 
gruesome things. I have had to face the 
reality of death many times.”’ 

Previous experiences of ‘‘reality’’ 
were seen by this church leader eight 
years ago, when he visited India while 
on a sabbatical. Assisting in the work of 
Mother Teresa, he worked a short time 
in ‘‘the house of the destitute and 
dying”’ in the heart of Calcutta. 

“Each day we went out with the 
Sisters and worked in the house where 
derelicts were brought,’’ he recalls. 
““We washed the dying. We would have 
to hold them up to feed them mush, just

Father Fischer also worked with the 
Sisters on the streets, feeding the lepers. 

‘“‘We pulled up with a truck full of 
rice, milk powder, flour and oil. Four or 
five hundred lepers would line up with 
sacks for us to fill. With these - 
ingredients the lepers would make thick 
pancakes to eat.’’ 

During that same year, he spent four 
months in Rome and two months in the 
Holy Land. He sat in an Indian Sharam 
(house of prayer) with an old 
Benedictine Monk (‘‘a sort of Christian 
Guru’’), spent time in Kenya with some 
missionary priests, and went on an 
archeological tour of Egypt and Jordan.

After this eventful time, he ‘‘chose to 
go back to Salt Lake to serve.”’ 

A graduate of Purdue University, 
where he received a degree in chemical 
engineering, Father Fischer worked in 
research and development for the 
Campbell Soup Co. in Camden, N.J. 
He, then purchased a frozen food 
business in Murray, Utah in 1953. 

But after four years he says he ‘‘began 
to have stirrings that I should be in 
service to the church. We had an offer to 
sell the business and I knew it was the 
Lord working.”’ 

He then went to St. Mary’s College in 
Kentucky for intensive Latin study, 
received a degree in philosophy at St. 
Thomas Seminary in Denver and spent 
four years at the Gregorian University 
in. Rome, and was ordained in 1963. 

Those “‘information years’’ are what 
he calls his first stage of life. The second 
stage was ‘‘implementation,’’ and now 
he is moving into the third stage — 
reflection and appreciation. 

The robust 62-year old believes that 
because of his varied background, his 
good physical condition and his zest for 
life, he can ‘‘be effective in any position 
in the church.’’ He plans to work on 
weekends on different parishes in the 
San Diego diocese, helping with the 
services and doing some _ part-time 
chaplainship. ‘‘I want to work as a 
teacher and do some writing,’’ he says. 

At St. Francis Xavier, where he was 


affectionately known as ‘‘Father Lou,”’’. 


“The Big Fish’’ and ‘‘Papa Lou,’’ he 
was proudest of “‘the involvement on the 
part of the people. 

“We had a good parish council, 
effective committees under them, and 
500 children in our religious education 
program.’’ There were three grades in 
the elementary school with plans to add 
more in the near future. 

A new church building was completed 
in April of 1986, after the members had 
met in the gymnasium for several years. 
This and his many other 
accomplishments came about, says 
Father Fischer, because he is not just a 
dreamer, but a “‘wild dreamer.”’ : 
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
